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Charity begins at home, bishop tells DPC

CHULA VISTA — Charity begins at home, first in 
the parish and then in the larger diocesan church, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher told the Diocesan Pastoral Council last 
Saturday morning. 

The DPC, meeting at St. Pius X Church in the South 
Bay Deanery, also heard parish-related talks by Auxiliary 
Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, episcopal vicar for the 
Spanish-speaking, and by Msgr. John Dickie, head of the 
diocesan RENEW office. 


‘““THERE IS some little problem of ee not 
fulfilling their obligation to support their pastors,’’ said 
Bishop Maher. ‘“There is a continuing obligation to 
support one’s parish...in time, talent and treasure.”’ 


. The bishop did not discourage contributions outside 
the framework of the Church and even encouraged them, 
but stressed that both as a matter of priority and Church 
law, the first needs to be met are within what he called the 
“‘stable community of the faithful.” 


“I feel that people are not prioritizing their obligations 
to the parish and the diocese,’’ he said. ‘‘They are going 
off and setting up their own programs.’’ The bishop 
encouraged outside charitable contributions, but only 
after fulfilling one’s ‘‘first obligation’’ to the Church. 

BISHOP MAHER also spoke of the ‘‘grave 
responsibility and serious obligation’’ to attend Sunday 
Mass; the new Code of Canon Law, he noted, continues 
not only to oblige participation in the Sunday liturgy, but 
reminds the faithful also to ‘‘refrain from those labors 


which impede (its) observance.”’ 


‘Sunday is the foremost feastday of obligation in the 
Church,’’ said the bishop. ‘‘We need to awaken our 
people to their obligation; many don’t even feel they have 
(that) obligation.”’ 


SAN DIEGO — A surprise pledge for $250,000 and a 
check for the first payment came in Father Joe Carroll’s 
mail last week. The quarter-million dollar bequest from 
the James S. Copley Foundation puts the $4.2 million 
fund drive for the new St. Vincent de Paul shelter, which 
will feed and shelter the downtown homeless, over the 
$800,000 mark. ‘‘I’m awed,’’ said. Father Carroll. ‘‘We 
sent them a letter asking for the money six months ago. 
But this was completely unexpected.’’ Construction of the 
facility, which will also be. used by the Catholic Workers’ 
soup kitchen and Catholic Community Services’ 
emergency assistance program, is scheduled to nae early 
next year. 


Bishop Maher also stressed the role of the parish and 
parochial school to teach the young, ‘‘by word and 
example,’’ of their Sunday Mass obligation. He noted 
that a policy recently adopted by the diocesan board of 
education requires that the pastor or principal interview 
parents of students in Catholic schools and remind them 
of their role and responsibilities in this area. 

BISHOP MAHER also reminded the DPC, which 
consists of clergy, Religious and laity, both elected and

Bishops, said that bishops at the recent Vatican-sponsored 


_ meeting on the U.S. war and peace pastoral were ‘‘at no 


time...encouraged, directly or indirectly, to disagree with 
papal statements on peace.”’ 


In a page-one story in the National Catholic Reporter 
Feb. 11, NCR European correspondent Patricia Scharber 
Lefevere said that Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, papal 
secretary of state, gave the sarees light’’ during the 
meeting for bishops’ conferences ‘‘to go beyond papal 
statements when making their national declarations on 
war and peace.”’ 


‘“‘THE IMPLICATIONS of the cardinal’s remarks 
were twofold: the bishops’ conferences are free to go 
further than Vatican pronouncements or to disagree with 
recent papal statements,’’ said Ms. Lefevere. 

The report went on to say that ‘“‘some Catholics might 
interpret Casaroli’s gesture as precedent-setting. They 
might even-begin to pressure their national conferences to 
march ahead of or fall behind Rome on abortion, 
women’s ordination or liberation theology....’’ 

In a 400-word statement issued Feb. 14, Msgr. Hoye 
did not name NCR as the source of what he called 
“inaccurate reports’’ on the Jan. 18-19 meeting at the 
Vatican. But NCCB sources said his statement was aimed 
at the NCR story. 


CARDINAL JOSEPH L. Bernardin of Chicago, when 


asked to comment on the NCR story, also disagreed with 


it, saying his understanding of the meeting was ‘‘quite 
different from the impression given in some press 
accounts.’’ He attended the meeting as chairman of the 
bishops’ committee drafting the war and peace pastoral. 

Cardinal Bernardin said a ‘‘central concern’’ of the 
meeting ‘‘was that the various episcopal conferences be 
united on the Church’s moral teaching regarding war and 
peace issues. For this, we all looked to the Holy Father for 
guidance.”’ 

While noting ‘‘room for flexibility’? in concrete 
judgments applying Church teachings to specific 
situations, he emphasized that ‘‘every effort must be 
made to see that the Church’s basic moral teaching is 
applied logically and correctly.”’

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Campbell’s boycott: Some for, others not

SAN DIEGO — What to some is clearly a ‘‘peace and 
justice issue’’ is to others an unwarranted intrusion into 
areas where the Church does not belong. The boycott of 
Campbell’s Soup Company is a case in point. 

Both the diocesan Peace and Justice Commission and a 


number of parishes are backing the boycott, which alleges _ 


that Campbell’s is unfair to migrant farm workers in 
Ohio. This view was reinforced by the visit of Baldemar 
Velasquez, president of the Farm Labor Organizing 
Committee, who spoke Ash Wednesday to a small 
gathering at the Padre Hidalgo Center. 


TO C. SCOTT Rombach, director of public relations 
for Campbell’s, the company has se, unfairly singled 
out by farmworker organizers. 


The problem of which side to believe is made all the 
more difficult because both sides sound equally 
convincing. 

The story began in 1968 when FLOC won over 30 
labor contracts with tomato growers. It became evident 
that individual farmers could not provide the benefits the 
workers wanted, Velasquez said. 

FLOC DECIDED on a new strategy — 
the processors, like Heinz, Libby’s and Campbell’s, to 
pay more for their tomatoes. In 1978 FLOC called for a 
meeting with farmers and processors, and Campbell’s 
refused to attend. 

As a result of the strike that followed, FLOC asked 
consumers to respect it by boycotting Campbell’s 
products. It further has. discouraged participation in a 
“‘Labels for Education’’ program. Many Catholic schools 


trying to get 


across the nation collect soup labels which they redeem for 
playground and classroom equipment. 


“We can’t win that fight in Northwestern Ohio by 
ourselves,’’ Velasquez told the Padre Hidalgo audience. 
It’s a fight he’s vowed to win ‘‘sooner or later. It will be 
sooner if people like you help,”’ he said. The boycott is a 
“‘beautiful way to help bring that about,’’ he said.

‘Extraordinary’ fasting is 
now ordinary for some...

Fasting is common among Catholics during Lent. But 
three Catholic activists have taken up extraordinary fasts 
as a regular part of their work. 


The three are Cesar Chavez, organizer of farm 
workers’ unions; Mitch Synder, a human rights and 
peace activist in Washington; and Mary Kay Rowland, 
director of a house of prayer in Washington’s Capitol Hill 
neighborhood. 


CHAVEZ, PRESIDENT of the United Farm 
Workers of America, began his first extended fast in 1962 
when he was preparing to organize migrant farm workers 
into a labor union. He began the fast ‘‘mostly to get ready 
for the organizing of the union,’’ he said. For 15 days he 
drank only water and received Holy Communion, the

STABBED — A trio of youthful robbers 
stabbed a Rome priest several times Feb. 17 
and escaped with $28 from the parish poor 
box. Father Alfredo Bona, 49, was listed in 
serious but stable condition after undergoing 
emergency surgery. 

SHOT — Josephite Father Henry G. 
Bouchie, 68, pastor of Our Mother of Mercy 
parish, Ames, Texas, was found shot to death 
in his rectory Feb. 18 after an apparent 
robbery attempt. Bishop Bernard J. Ganter of 
Beaumont asked for prayers for the slain priest 
“and for whoever did this to him.’’ Police had 
no suspects. 

NFP — Natural family planning programs 
have been started in more than a third of the 
U.S. Catholic hospitals that responded to a 
survey and more than half the other hospitals 
are interested in starting them. The survey 
was conducted by the associate director of the 
U.S. Bishops’ Diocesan Development 
Program for Natural Family Planning, and 
William R. Walker, director of research and 
information services for the Catholic Health 
Association of the United States. Most of the 
hospital programs were started in the last four- 
and-a-half years, and all offer instruction in 
several natural family planning methods. 

BARRED — A federal district judge in New 
York City has barred implementation of the 
law requiring federally-funded family 
planning clinics to tell parents when their teen- 
age daughters get contraceptives. U.S. District 
Court Judge Henry F. Werker Feb. 14 
granted a preliminary injunction against the 
rule, pending a trial on the issue, and said that 
“the parental notice requirement is invalid 
because it contradicts and subverts the intent 
of Congress. It was not immediately clear 
whether the regulation is blocked nationwide 
or only in New York state.

MORE ABORTIONS — The number of 
legal abortions in the United States has risen 
steadily since the 1973 Supreme Court 
decision striking down most restrictions on 
abortion, but the rate of increase seems to have 
leveled off, the National Center for Disease 
Control said recently. Nearly 1.3 million legal 
abortions were performed in the United States 
in 1980, the latest year for which figures are 
available. That number amounted to a 3.6 
percent increase from 1979 to 1980. In 1979, 
the 1.25 million legal abortions in the United 
States represented an 8.1 percent increase over 
1978. And in 1976, the number of legal 
abortions increased by 15.6 percent over the 
1975 total. 


PADRE PIO — Pope John Paul II has 
approved the establishment of an archdiocesan 
tribunal to investigate the beatification cause 
of Padre Pio of Pietralcina, an Italian 
Capuchin priest who bore the stigmata — the 
marks of Christ’s crucifixion — on his hands, 
feet and side. Italians flocked to him by the 
thousands during his life. His grave has been a 
pilgrimage site since his death in 1968. Father 
Robert Sarno, an official of the Vatican 
Congregation of Saints’ Causes, said tribunal 
members will be named March 20. They will 
study Padre Pio’s writings and question 
witnesses to determine whether he lived in a 
virtuous and heroic manner. 

VIOLATED — A “‘phenomenal amount’’ 
of human rights violations against religious 
groups is taking place in the world, the 
executive director for Amnesty International’s 
U.S. section said in Pittsburgh. ‘‘A nun can 
get five to 10 years (in prison) for selling Bibles 
on the streets of Moscow,’’ he said. Some of 
the violations he cited include: Baha’is killed 
in large numbers in Iran; Lutherans killed in 
Namibia; Protestant leaders decimated in 
Lesotho; Catholic clergy detained and 
executed by the government of the Philippines; 
and the deaths of Archbishop Oscar Romero of 
San Salvador and four American women 
missionaries. 
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ABORTION BAN — The Trish 


government plans to redraft its proposed 
constitutional amendment designed to ban 
abortion because the Irish Attorney General, 
Peter Sutherland, said its wording could 
legalize abortion up to the 25th week of 
pregnancy. Justice Minister Michael Noonan 
said this month that he was trying to clarify the 


document and that he remained committed to - 


a referendum on the amendment as soon as 
possible. The amendment must be approved 
by the electorate in a referendum before 
becoming part of the constitution. 

CELEBRATE! — Pope John Paul II has 
written to all Catholic bishops to ask them to 
mark the Holy Year which begins March 25 by 
holding special celebrations and offering 
programs of spiritual enrichment in their own 
diocese. In a letter dated Jan. 25 and released 
Feb. 17, the pope said diocesan programs can 
take on a deeper meaning ‘‘by showing their 
connection with the mystery of redemption, by 
rediscovering their pastoral and formative 
power, and by adding to them a special dignity 
in the celebrations.’’ The year-long 
celebration, known as the Holy Year of 
Redemption, marks the 1,950th anniversary of 
the death and resurrection of Christ. 

TIME FOR ACTION — Msgr. Daniel 
Hoye, general secretary of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, praised the introduction of tuition 
tax credit legislation in the 98th Congress 
recently, saying, ‘“‘We have waited a long 
while. It is now time for some action.” 
Catholic education officials have campaigned 
for tuition tax credits since 1971. Sen. Robert 
Dole (R.-Kan.) introduced the tax, credit bill 
the day after President Reagan met with him 
and other Congressmen to urge speedy 
passage of tax credits.

Cardinal O’Fiach was in San Diego 
briefly last week to visit Msgr.

The cardinal 
accepted an invitation from Bishop 
Maher to join him for the Mass the 
bishop traditionally celebrates for 
diocesan employees on Ash Wednesday. 


THE CARDINAL expressed the hope 
that his visit would deepen the 
relationship between the San Diego 
diocese and his own primatal see, 
considering the number of Irish priests 
and Sisters serving in the diocese, and the 
many Irish-Americans here, too. 


The upswing of violence in Northern 
Ireland following last fall’s elections 
seems to have moderated, said the 
Cardinal, who expressed some optimism 
for the future of the North, especially as 
contact between the divided Catholic and 
Protestant communities continues to 
grow. 


While not unfavorably disposed to the 
present Northern Ireland Office under 
James Prior, who governs the province 
for .Great Britain, the cardinal is 
extremely critical of British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher, who he says 
has very little knowledge of or concern for 
Ulster’s deep. political and economic 
problems. 


CARDINAL O’Fiach was also critical 
of recent British Army and Royal Ulster 
Constabulary actions against civilians 
allegedly enagaged in IRA terrorist 
activity, and criticized their apparent 


eagerness to shoot first and ask questions . 


later. 


The Irish primate ,was equally critical 
of Irish-American support for groups. 
such as NORAID, which only adds to the 
problems caused by the Provisional Irish 
Republican Army. He suggested instead 
that those who wish to help should 
support programs such as the ones that 
bring Northern Irish youngsters, both 
Catholic and Protestant, to U.S. homes 
for the summer.

Jail chaplain discovers 
‘sacrament of presence’

SAN DIEGO — On an average day, 
the jails administered by the San Diego 
County Sheriff — downtown San Diego, 


Chula Vista, Vista, Descanso and Las 


Colinas for women — have an inmate 
population of more than 1,800 people. 
Running the system takes about half of 
Sheriff John Duffy’s annual budget. 

The prisoners are either awaiting trial 
or sentencing, or serving terms of less 
than six months. The majority of San 
Diego County’s yearly 125,000 
misdemeanor and felony arrest bookings 
take place in the big downtown facility on 
C Street, across from the County 
Courthouse. 


FOR FATHER James Hannan, an 


_ Augustinian priest whose parishioners are 


drawn from the 800-plus prisoners in the 
downtown jail, the prison chaplaincy, 
while it involves traditional activities like 
sacraments and counseling, really boils 
down to what he calls ‘‘the sacrament of 
presence.”’ 


Although his own presence in the jail 
makes him, in effect, part of the system, 
Father Hannan, unlike the deputies who 
serve as guards, sees himself-and the other 
chaplains as the only neutral people 
behind the prison’s bars. 


“The prisoners want to get out, and 
the Sheriff wants to keep them in,”’ said 
Father Hannan. ‘‘I don’t like to see

Perhaps the best attitude towards the newly revised Code | 


of Canon Law is “‘let’s wait and see.’’ 


It is going to be easy for many Catholics to get upset 
about some of the ‘‘changes’’ they see reported in the 
secular and even Catholic press. 


On the surface, it may seem that the Church has 
“‘thrown in the towel’’ on many traditions and norms that 
have become almost second nature to many Catholics, 
particularly those who remember the pre-Vatican II days. 


Just below the surface it should be apparent that many of 
the “‘changes’’ in the new code are really developments 
that are already in place in the life of the Church — 
emanating out of Vatican II and implemented to one 
degree or another over the past 20 years. 


In the spirit of Vatican II, the new code attempts to 
respond to the pastoral needs of God’s people — the 
Church. It seeks to be positive, stressing duties, rights and 
responsibilities while downplaying the negative aspects — 
penalties and punishment. 

The really significant thing about the new code, despite 
its still substantial length and complexity, is that it reflects 
the Vatican II spirit that calls for openness and 
participation and collegiality and community in the 
mission and ministry of the Church. It seeks more to open 
doors than to slam them closed with condemnations and 
indexes. It is indicative of a growing understanding and 
awareness of a Saviour who is reaching out to His people 
with love, mercy, compassion and justice. 


The old code fittingly is dead and buried. It belongs to 
an era in Church history filled with a ‘‘rules and 
regulations’’ mentality that has served — for good or ill — 
its post-Reformation purpose. 

In a very real sense the new code will be more 
demanding than the old Church law because of its 
emphasis on responsibility for carrying out the mission of 
the Church, particularly by the laity. 


As the chairman of the U.S. bishops’ canonical affairs 
committee recently pointed out, ‘“The revised code is not 
perfect and will not please everyone. Law always needs 
change and adaptation.”’ 


He also noted there should not be undue concern over 
what the law should have been ‘‘but rather a zeal for 
making the code become an instrument for continued 
renewal in the Church.’’ 


In effect, the old code was aimed primarily at 
safeguarding and preserving the Catholic faith. The new 
code looks beyond defensiveness to giving a positive 
impetus to the apostolate in the context of Vatican II. 


The revision of the code, while it took 17 years, is not 
radical. It incorporates niuch of the old code, as well as 
norms and practices that have been in effect since the 
council and are already familiar to the faithful. 


A 10-month leeway has been given by Pope John Paul II 
for implementation of the new code. It goes into effect on 
the first Sunday of Advent — November 27. 


Although there are over 80 areas of the code that require 
possible or obligatory implementation by the U.S. bishops 
— such as guidelines for presbyteral councils, limited 
tenure for pastors, mixed marriage promises, holy days 
and regulations for Tribunals — the bottom line is that 
canon law has as its aim the common good of the Church. 


Getting used to anything new takes time. That time has 
been given. We should use the leeway provided by the pope 
to learn more about the new code so we can accept and use 
it as an instrument of grace.

‘The duty of conversion’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Calling Ash Wednesday a 
reminder of the ‘‘fragility of human life,” Pope John Paul II 
reminded 6,000 people at his weekly general audience of life’s 
transience. 


‘“The austere rite of the imposition of the holy ashes. ..calls all 


to reflect on the duty of conversion, recalling the inexorable - 


transience and ephemeral fragility of human life, subject to 
death,’’ said the pontiff. 


“‘That is what we see every day and what, unfortunately, 
touches us with often sorrowful episodes, among which it will 
suffice to mention the two serious disasters of last Sunday,’’ he 
said; a movie theatre fire and cable car collapse killed and injured 
100 people. 7 


“They have cast numerous families into mourning. To these I 
renew the expression of my deep sympathy, while I pray for the 
deceased and address to the injured my encouragement and best 
wishes,’’ the pope added. 


At his Ash Wednesday general audience, Pope John Paul also 

_ said that Lent should be marked by a ‘“‘spirit of penitence, not in 

its negative meaning of sadness and frustration but in that of 

elevation of the spirit, liberation from evil, separation from sin 

and from all the conditioning that can hinder our path toward the 
fullness of life.’’ 


The pope linked the 1983 lenten season to the Holy Year of 
Redemption, scheduled to begin March 25, and said the year was 
intended to ‘‘provoke in all believers a new reflection and 
adhesion of faith to our merciful Lord and redeemer, Christ 
crucified.’ 

The pope gave a special English-language greeting to a group 
from St. Pius X Preparatory Seminary in the Diocese of 
Rockville Centre, N.Y. 


“I hope that your visit to Rome and to the tombs of the 
apostles Peter and Paul will deepen your love for the Church and 
increase your desire to proclaim to the world the good news of 
salvation,’’ he said. 

On Ash Wednesday evening Pope John Paul was scheduled to 
participate in a pentitential procession and blessing and 
imposition of the ashes in Rome’s Santa Sabina Basilica.

The place of confession 


Pope John Paul II made a number of changes in the final text 
of the recently revised Code of Canon Law. One such change 
eliminated a distinction between the way men and women should 
go to confession. 


Before the Second Vatican Council, women were ordinarily 
required to confess their sins only in a proper confessional with a 
fixed grille or screen between confessor and penitent. Strictly 
speaking, the law did not require that men confess from behind 
such a screen. This pre-Vatican II distinction was reflected in the 
1980 draft of the revised Code of Canon Law: ‘‘The confessions 
of women are not to be heard outside the confessional site built 
with a grille, unless because of sickness or other necessity.’’ 


In his personal editing of the draft, the Holy Father deleted the 
special reference to women and changed the sentence to read: 
“Confessions are not be be heard outside the confessional site 
except for good reasons.”’ 


Having eliminated the distinction between men’s and 
women’s confessions, and having asserted that confessions are 
usually to be heard in confessional sites, the Pope specified that 
open confessionals should be provided with a fixed grille which 
“*...the faithful who so desire can use freely.’’

The canonical regulations about the physical place of 
confession should lead us to reflect on the place that confession 
has in our spiritual lives. This sort of reflection is especially 
appropriate during Lent as we are called to a spirit of penitence 
through prayer, fasting and almsgiving. 
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Our Christian Way of Life

One of the less pleasant reactions to recent news stories 
on the epidemic of two sexually transmitted diseases has 
been the readiness with which good, moral people have 
cried: ‘‘See! See how God punishes those who live 
immoral lives!’’ Since few, if any of us, are without sin 
and some kind of moral imperfection, it seems 
reminiscent of the stone-casting episode in Scripture and 
perhaps we should be more alert to our own rebuke. 


But the question persists: Does God punish those who 
deviate from the natural or moral law, and does He 
punish with sickness and plagues and misery? Some Old 
Testament writers seem to have had no doubt about it. In 
Numbers, which tells the tale of the wanderings of the 
Israelites in the desert in search of the Promised Land, the 
people in their discontent and unfaithfulness suffered 
from plagues and hunger and, eventually earthquake, 
when the earth opened and swallowed one recalcitrant 
group, all of which was attributed to the punishment of 
God. 


THE AUTHOR of Numbers relates the time in the 
desert as one of great hardship and trial, but later, 
prophets like Jeremiah, Hosea and Amos see that same 
time as one of great blessing when God was very close to 
His people and showered them with good things. So, one 
wonders, did God really send all the difficulties as 
punishment or were they predictable trials that would 
accompany a group of townsfolk travelling through a 
desert without proper nutrition or medical care?

Did God instead protect them from worse happenings, 
putting food in their path when they were starving, water, 
so essential in the desert, and guidance? When He told 
the tribes that they would wander in the desert for 40 
years and die there because of their rejection of Him, was 
He threatening them or stating a fact? There is no doubt 
that anyone who turns from God and rejects His guidance 
will wander about without purpose in a desert of his own 
making until he returns to obedience and faithfulness 
since the way of the Lord is our only purpose in life. 


In Matthew 23:37-39, when Jesus admonished 
Jerusalem and predicted desolation on her house, was He 
uttering punishment or pointing out the inevitable 
consequence of her refusal to follow the truth? His 
indictment of the scribes and Pharisees in previous verses 
raises this same question. 


IT SEEMS TO me that God intervenes in our history 
not to punish but to save. What we consider His 
punishment is very often no more than the natural 
consequence of our own actions. If we abuse our bodies 
and live in conflict with the design of our natures, there 
will be disharmony, disease and perhaps even 
destruction. If we abuse our minds and emotions they will 
falter and disfunction to our distress. If we misuse and 
neglect our environment, catastrophes will occur. If there 
is evil in our world, it is because we are not free of it in 
ourselves and by not actively combatting it wherever we 
encounter it, we allow it to flourish. 


Does God punish our wrongdoing? 


The wonder is not that there is disharmony, sickness 
and conflict in our world but that we do not suffer more 
from it and that, in answer to our pleas, God protects us 
from the worst and does not allow us to face trials beyond 


" our puny strength. The wonder is that when we earnestly 


trust in God’s guidance and goodness, our lives are more 
joyful and fulfilling, regardless of trial and pain and 
sorrow. 


The next question is ‘‘Why, if God intervenes to 
protect us from the results of our own actions, does He 
allow war and plague and misery to continue, anyway?”’ 
And the answer is in Jesus’ own words. ‘‘How often have 
I longed to gather you as a hen gathers her chickens and 
you refused! So be it!’’ 


THERE IS A reason for sickness, conflict, anger, 
hatred, violence and tragedy, but we will not find it in the 
Hand of God so much as in the hand of man. God is 
responsible for all that is good in the world — the rest is 
our contribution. Whoever we are, we have every reason 
to thank God every minute of the day that we have not 
had to suffer our just desserts — that He has guarded and 
guided us and promised us a share in His Life. 


We need to have compassion for each other in our 
hardships, not to gloat over someone else’s pain. 
Innocence is a most uncommon virtue but one we can all 
come to through real self-giving and trust in God’s 
healing power. 


Faith: Ever old, ever new 


Last fall the Catholic press reflected on the meaning of 
Vatican II. Many commentators quoted the historical 
phrase of Pope John XXIII at the opening speech: ‘“The 
substance of the ancient doctrine of the Deposit of Faith is 
one thing, and the way in which it is presented is 
another.’’ The Pope was defending modern methods of 
research and approval for the literary forms of modern 
thought. (But some saw in his words the introduction of 
the possibility of relativism into the Church.)

A recent book, George Tyrell: In Search of Catholicism 
(an English Jesuit labeled as Modernist), quotes Cardinal 
Wiseman, the English prelate influential in the 
restoration of the hierarchy in England. The cardinal 
believed the Church had to dialogue with modern culture.

Englishmen that some of the binding statements made by 
the Chuch ‘‘though final so far as they extend some

Moral Perspectives

Marriage is the symbol of the relationship of Christ and 
the Church. This fact is asserted in both the Scriptures 
and the tradition of the Church. As Vatican II has clearly 
taught, married life is rooted by God in the ‘‘conjugal 
covenant of irrevocable personal consent.’’ 


An essential pastoral problem arises at this point. Must 
not a couple who intend a Christian marriage not possess 
a living Christian faith in order to truly establish a 
conjugal convenant? We seem to be witnessing a good 
number of young people who desire to marry ‘‘in the 
Church’’ but who apparently lack a visible faith (which 
does not necessarily eliminate the possibility of a deep 
faith in Jesus expressed in personal prayer). What might 
we think about this difficulty? 


FIRST, IT IS highly improbable that-a baptized 
Catholic who has rejected the faith actually receives the 
sacrament of matrimony when he or she marries. It is 
thus the responsibility of those preparing persons for 


marriage ‘‘in the Lord’’ to carefuly discern their faith- - 


stance. 


The Church teaches that the sacramentality of 
Christian marriage strengthens its indissolubility. In other 
words, the grace of Christ, given in the testimony of 
sacramental matrimony, is the means which aids a couple 
in their mutual task of conjugal life and love. 


OLD AND NEW are bound together; neither cancels 
out the other. Permit a few generalizations: 


Contrary to the belief of some, the Vatican Council did 
not say all was to be new; only that the old could be 
feexamined in the light of new learning. 


The spirit of the Council does not demand that the 
dialogue begin only with Vatican II, as if there were no 
history or tradition. Those who must think out the Faith, 
theologians, teachers, priests, need a good working 
knowledge of the past. 


BEFORE EMBARKING upon new findings in 
biblical scholarship, philosophy, theology, anthropology, 
and their effect upon understanding the Faith, Catholics 
must know how we arrived at this point. (American 
author, Carson McCullers: ‘‘To know who you are, you 
have to have a place to come from.’’) We cannot say that 
Thomas Aquinas must be preferred in philosophy, and 
mean he has said all that was necessary on a subject. But 
we cannot understand the situations the Church faces 
today unless one has understanding of what Thomas, 
Augustine, the Fathers of the Church have said. 


Marriage in Christ 


Christian marriage, then, is not a civil marriage with a 
blessing. For a marriage to truly be Christian, the couple 
must be living a real bond with Christ, established by 
baptism and living faith. 


THEREFORE, THE baptized person who chooses 
not to believe withdraws him or her self from the mystery 
of Christ and the Church — and thereby from the 
sacrament of matrimony. 


In light of the necessity for ‘‘irrevocable personal 
consent,’’ then, such persons cannot possess the intention 
of contracting a union in Christ, indissoluble and oriented 
toward openness to life. 


The pastoral question is thus of great importance: can 


we always assume that ‘‘baptized’’ and ‘’faithful’’ are _ 


synonymous? I would think not. A true marriage takes 
place only when the couple give themselves to each other 
in such a manner that there can be a blending of hearts 
and of love. 


WHAT CRITERIA should be demanded in this area 
before the priest witnesses a marriage? I would think that 
at least these affirmations should be present in the life of 
the couple: 


A basic belief in God, Christ, the Spirit, the Roman 
Catholic Church, the sacraments and prayer; 


The dialogue between generations in the Church will 
be painful. We do not use the same words. To condemn a 
present generation because it does not speak of 
“‘transubstantiation’’ fails to recognize that older 
philosophical presuppositions convey little meaning to 
moderns. They, on the other hand, must know that words 
like ‘‘pluralism,”’ ‘‘liturgy,’’ “‘community,’’ are new in a 
way to older Christians. : ‘ 

If we claim not all the formulations learned ip the past 
have validity, we must also be able to say that not all we 
offer as learning today has validity. 


IN 1965, Robert K. Merton wrote a book, On. the 
Shoulders of Giants, tracing the origins of the phrase, ‘‘If 
I have seen farther, it is by standing on the shoulders of 
giants.’’ (Attributed to Isaac Newton, Merton finds it 
began earlier on in history.) But we have arrived where 
we are in Faith today because giants did the hard work 
before us. We are not bound by the past, but because of 
it, we are free to rediscover its truths. As one author 
wrote: “‘Man is not a tape recorder; he has a duty to 
interpret, consider and arrange in the light of the past.’’ 


The couple give a visible witness to these beliefs (e.g., 
regular attendance at Mass; should they have been living 
together before the marriage, a willingness to separate for 
a time before the marriage); 


A CAPACITY to truly appreciate the teachings of the 
Church: which places a tremendous responsibility on 
those involved in the ministry of preparing people for 
marriage. In this light, we should not too easily disregard 
a statement that a couple desires to marry in the Church 
because ‘‘our parents want us to.’’ Such an assertion 
might be the beginning of a hope to truly share in the 
living faith of the parents; 

A willingness to share in a diocesan and/or parochial 
program of formation for marriage; ~ 


A willingness to share their faith and belief with their 
children; and 


A willingness to share in the worship of the Church. 


THESE CRITERIA might appear too strong or 
demanding to some. However, due to the high regard the 
Church places on marriage, coupled with the gravely high 
divorce rate among Catholics, we should do all that is 
possible to adequately prepare a couple to establish a 
marriage ‘‘in the Lord.’’ 


After all, it was the reality of marriage that Jesus used 
to describe the manner of his relationship to the Church. 
The pastoral ministry of the Church must take this 
analogy with great seriousness and do all in its power to 
assist a couple to sustain a truly living faith.

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783 bishops’ focus to be 
on individual confession

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Individual 
confession and absolution, expected to be 
a key theme of the 1983 world Synod of 
Bishops, ‘‘responds to the deep 
psychological needs’’ of human beings, 
says the synod working document made 
public Feb. 17. 


The working document for the month- 
long synod, scheduled to open at the 
Vatican Sept. 29, was released in Latin 
and in unofficial French and _ Italian 
translations at a Vatican press conference 
by Archbishop Jozef Tomko, general 
secretary of the synod. 


THE WORKING document was 
prepared by the synod’s 15-member 
council on the basis of responses from 96 
bishops’ conferences, Catholic 
organizations or Vatican offices to the 
‘‘lineamenta’’ or preparatory 
“‘framework’’ document issued a year 
earlier. The latest, document shows a 
much greater emphasis on the importance 
of individual confession. 


The ‘‘lineamenta’’ devoted slightly 
more than a page to the topic, while the 
working document’s treatment of the 
subject covers nearly five pages. 


‘It appears evident that the worthy 
celebration of the sacrament of 
reconciliation, and in its sphere 
individual confession with the minister of 
Christ and the Church, responds to the 
deep psychological needs of man and can 
contribute to the maturity and serenity of 
souls and to interpersonal relationships,’’ 
the working document says. 


“SOME, HAVING abandoned the 
celebration of penitence with individual 
confession, have begun to manifest the 
anxieties of their soul, and sometimes its 
guilts, to psychologists and with too much

The theme of the 1983 synod is 
‘reconciliation and penance in_ the 
mission of the Church.’’ 


The working document reaffirms the 
long-time Church stance that ‘‘individual 
and complete confession, with the 
respective absolution is the only ordinary 
mode whereby the faithful can reconcile 
themselves with God and with the 
Church.”’ 


GENERAL ABSOLUTION is 
permitted only ‘“‘if there is a great need, 


namely when in view of the number of | 


penitents, sufficient confessors are not 
available to hear individual confessions 
properly within a suitable period of 
time,’’ the document says. 


‘*A person has an interior need to open 
his or her soul to another,’’ Archbishop 
Tomko told NC News after the press 
conference. 


The 70-page working document is an 
expanded version of the ‘‘lineamenta,”’ 
drawn up along the same lines but 
devoting more space to ‘‘the promotion of 
reconciliation in the various spheres of 
personal and social life,’’ Archbishop 
Tomko said at the press conference. 


‘“‘THIS PART is almost completely 
new, prepared at the request of several 
bishops, in order to create a space for 
discussion of concrete solutions and to 
show once again that true interior 
conversion brings a fundamental 
contribution to renewal and reconciliation 
in society and the world,’”’ he added. 


‘‘Here,’’ says the working document, 
“is a call for the work of the synod: May 
it declare in an incisive manner the 
obligation which Christians have to 
commit themselves to the ways of

to eliminate the ferment of hate and 
violence which sustains wars and to revive 
the flame of the Spirit so that the disciples 
of Christ may be found ‘strong in faith 
and active in work.’ ”’ 


Archbishop Tomko said that reactions 
to the preliminary document, issued Jan. 
28, 1982, came from 42 national bishops’ 
conferences, 21 regional bishops’ 
conferences or individual bishops, four 
Vatican congregations, 28 Catholic 
organizations, and the Union of 
Superiors General of Religious orders. 


MANY OF THE responses to the 
Vatican synthesized the results of wide 
consultations he said. 

‘For example, the dossier sent by the 
Chilean Bishops’ Conference is a 
synthesis of 25,000 responses prepared in 
various parish communities,’’ 


Archbishop Tomko said.

But problems of high unemployment and 
machismo within the family help neither youth nor women 
in developing a positive self-image or assuming their 
proper roles within the Church, he said. 

“*FROM OUR own renewal we will reach out to the 
unchurched...to bring the Gospel of salvation to all 
people,’’ said Bishop Chavez. ‘‘We want to grow in a 
process as the people of God. We don’t want to be infants; 
we want to grow by responding to (God’s) invitation.’’ 


Bishop Chavez expressed the need for more 
‘““commitment’’ at the parish level. Masses in Spanish 
may be offered, he noted, but there is a need for a deeper 
understanding ‘‘that the diocese is a larger family.”’ 


The ‘‘vision’’ adopted by the Hispanics of the diocese, 
noted Bishop Chavez, speaks of ‘‘conscienticization — 
it’s more than simple awareness. It means you are going 
to take action, to change your reality. We have to educate 
ourselves to participate in American society, to bring our 
perspectives into American culture, to be appreciative of 


the Hispanic contribution to the United States.”’ 


THIS PASTORAL plan entails working ‘‘as a large

By 1968 the union was involved in bitter conflicts with 
agricultural businessmen. Chavez ‘‘had fears of people 
getting out of hand. They were talking about violence.’’ 


He fasted 24 days as a way to pray to God and persuade 
others to a non-violent approach. The people responded 
and the threat of widespread rioting subsided. ‘‘I was 
pleased,’’ Chavez said of the success of that fast. 


BUT HE ALSO admitted that some fasts he has: 


undertaken have been harmful to him. One, which was to 
be a 25-day fast to protest anti-labor legislation in 
Arizona, led to his hospitalization for serious heart 
trouble. 


Fasting is a spiritual experience for him. While going 
through them he is ‘‘able to do a lot of reflection, a lot of 
prayer,’’ he said. But the kind of severe fasting he has 
done can be frightening. ‘‘Physically it was very difficult 
for me the first days. The first three days were torture,”’ 
he said. Hh Ge 8 ame . 

Ms. Rowland is the director of Madonna House, a 
place of prayer and fasting for the U.S. government and 
those who work for it. Located near the U.S. Capitol, 
Madonna House operates at the request of Archbishop 
James Hickey of Washington. 


MADONNA HOUSE features an ongoing 
“‘poustinia’’ (a Russian word meaning desert) as a place 
for prayer and fasting. Those who come to take part in the 
poustinia spend 24 hours with only a loaf of bread, coffee 
or tea, and the Bible as their sustenance. But this program 
is not only for guests. ‘‘I go to the poustinia one day a 
week,’’ Ms. Rowland said. 


Fasting, she said, is ‘‘a way of expressing our hunger 


for God...a way of calming ourselves so that we can hear 
God.’’ 

Ms. Rowland, who also sees fasts as ‘‘powerful 
intercession before the Lord,”’ said she finds ‘‘great help”’ 
in enduring them when she is ‘“‘fasting for a particular 
person.’’ 

ASKED IF fasting can affect other people besides the 
one who is fasting, she said, ‘‘I know it does. It causes 
changes in people’s lives and attitudes...We lift up the 
two arms of prayer and fasting and leave the rest of it up 
to the Lord.”’ 

Snyder is a member of a Washington g: oup, the 
Community for Creative Non-Violence, which does 
advocacy work for the poor and campaigns for peace and 
respect for human rights. Though he is known in 
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Washington for fasts in connection with causes the 
CCNV has taken up, Synder began extended fasts before 
joining the community. 

He said he met peace and civil rights activists, Jesuit 
Fathers Daniel Berrigan and Philip Berrigan, when he 
was in prison. While there with them he read the Gospel 
“‘in a new and different way,’’ he said, and began a fast as 
a protest against American construction of ‘‘tiger cages’’ 
for political prisoners in Vietnam. 


AS A MEMBER of the CCNV Snyder has gone on 
many protracted fasts, including a recent one to protest 
giving the name ‘‘Corpus Christi’’ to a U.S. submarine. 
Though the submarine was to be named for the Texas city 
of Corpus Christi, Snyder and others thought it 
““blasphemous’’ to give the name, which means ““body of 
Christ” in Latin, to a nuclear submarine. The general 
protest, of which Snyder’s fast was a part, led to the 
submarine’s being renamed ‘‘City of Corpus Christi.”’ 


It is in cases such as the Corpus Christi protest that 
there are ‘‘political overtones’”’ to fasting, said Snyder. 
“Fasting brings on a clatity with which one begins to 
observe the truth,’ and it can highlight the importance of 
an issue. 


“On another level you begin to see the power of food,”’ 
he said, noting that fasting can help people sense a 
“connection to those starving around the world...beter 
than any other way.’

harvesters. Father McHugh has noticed 
that the number of bi-lingual persons 
varies widely, seemingly going through 
cycles. He estimated that 90 percent of his 
parish is Spanish-speaking and 70 percent 
of them are bi-lingual, though not 
necessarily fluent in English. 


‘‘We have a constant influx of 
immigrants,’’ Mrs. Ruiz said. ‘‘A few 
years ago, practically all the young people 
spoke English, now the new immigrants, 
even the young, don’t speak much 
English.”’ 

THE ‘‘BORDER reality,’’ as Mrs. 
Ruiz calls it, means those involved in 
parochial work need to be bi-lingual. 


“It’s just impossible to survive’’ 
without knowing Spanish, Father 
McHugh said, ‘‘although I’ve done it.’’ 
Despite a two-year stint in the Valley in 
the 50s, Father McHugh felt he was not 
really prepared for his current 
assignment.

1955, so it was ‘‘plain’’ inside. But now

A RETIRED Air Force chaplain, 
Father Hannan resides with the 
Augustinian community based at St. 
Augustine High School; he also serves on 
the diocesan marriage tribunal and 
supplies at St. John the Evangelist 
Church, but the jail is his main ministry, 
now in its sixth year. 

“Our function is primarily spiritual, 
but we are an extension of the outside 
community,’ said Father Hannan. ‘‘It’s 
the sacrament of presence that counts. 
Just to walk down a catwalk with my 
collar on — the fact that a priest is there, 
in that environment....’’ 


To Father Hannan, visiting the 
imprisoned is a ‘‘specific practice of the 
work of mercy. I do a lot of counseling, 
especially on family problems. When 
you’re confined, even small problems 
take on tremendous proportions.”’ 


SOME INMATES just don’t want to 
be helped, Father Hannan has found. 
“*Their religious and moral background is 
nil. There is some hostility, but only once 
in five years has someone actually made a 
remark as I passed by.”’ 


Although he has a legal right to enter 
the prison, a chaplain has to earn the 
respect of the deputies, said Father 
Hannan. Granted that the guards’ duties 
are obviously in conflict with the inmates’ 
wish to be someplace else, the priest still 
finds ‘‘examples of plain human 
compassion on the part of the sheriff’s 
deputies, not taking anything away from 
their professionalism.”’ 


For the most part, Father Hannan 
must minister through the bars, although 
with advance notice a prisoner can 
sometimes make arrangements for a 
private meeting with the priest; but even 
confessions are normally made through 
the bars, with the other prisoners keeping

as much distance away as possible to 
insure privacy. Mass is held weekly, 
usually on Thursday evenings, and 
prisoners must make their requests to be 
present ahead of time. Permission, like 
everything else in any prison, is a 
function of security-comes-first, said 
Father Hannan. 


UPPERMOST on prisoners’ minds, 
says Father, “‘is to get out, to beat the 
rap, to get the shortest time possible. 
Some of them think of it so often they 
actually believe they’re innocent. It’s a 
shame that so many lives are wasted like 
that,’’ he said, speaking of one man, in 
particular, who, at the age of 34, has just 
spent the last 12 years in prison and has 
been sentenced to another six to 12. 


Career criminals are so used to 
“‘manipulating’’ things on the outside, 
prison chaplains find, that they try to 
manipulate the system on the inside to 
their own advantage, and that includes 
the chaplain himself. 


“‘We get a lot of requests for marriages 
inside prison, but I think that’s mostly to 
get conjugal visits,’’ said Father Hannan. 
There are legitimate requests to go to 
Mass, he said, as well as requests from 
people more interested in seeing friends 
than in attending Mass itself. Liturgies 
are held in the same classroom used for 
Alcoholics Anonymous meetings. 


BECAUSE OF the relatively short- 
term confinement at the jail, the chaplains 
mostly meet crisis needs rather than form 
longer associations with the prisoners, 
said Father Hannan. 


“‘It makes quite an impression on me to 
give Holy Communion through the bars 
to someone who’s kneeling on the other 
side. But it’s a ministry where you can't 
expect to see the immediate effects of 
what you are doing...”’
